Island residents are generally friendly and welcome 
visitors to their paradise. The amazing Coral World 
observatory offering glimpses of the remarkable and 
colorful underwater world in a coral reef ecosystem. 


Like many New World islands, St. Thomas was ruled at 
various times by the local French, Spanish, and English 
expeditionary forces, who were searching the area for 
new territory and commercial opportunities. In 1665, 
Erik Neilson Smith, a Danish sea captain, assumed 
governorship of the islands with the support of the 
King of Denmark. In the next century, the other two 
large islands and surrounding islets were acquired. 
Turbulent Danish rule continued until the 20th century. 
During that time, British forces occupied the territory 
several times, but Denmark retained control. 


The United States government had already recognized 


- the strategic advantage of a Caribbean military base, 


especially after the opening of the Panama Canal, but it 


took 50 years for the purchase to become finalized. The 
first purchase agreement was signed in 1867. Unfortu- 
nately, Secretary of State William Henry Seward had 
just purchased Alaska for US$7 million, and the move, 
known as Seward’s Folly, was not popular in Congress. 
The US$7.5 million contract was approved in Denmark, 
but the United States Senate refused to authorize 
another land purchase at that time. At the turn of the 
century, another proposal was made. This time the 

price was only $5 million. Denmark rejected the paltry 
contract out of hand. But when World War I began in 
1914, the United States began to worry that Denmark 
might lose control of the territory to hostile forces. This 
fear drove negotiations. The Danes were shrewd, and the 
price tag was raised to $25 million. The sale was finalized 
in 1917. Seward’s Folly indeed! The final price — nearly 
$300 per acre, represents one of America’s most expensive 
land acquisitions ever and as in the rest of the world, real 
estate prices have not exactly diminished!

LEGISLATURE BUILDING 

USVI government is similar the 50 
states. Senate meets in a green 
(1874) Danish police barracks just 
off King’s Wharf near the water- 
front. If the Territory Assembly is 
in session, debates can be enter- 
taining. Nearby Emancipation 
Garden remembers the 1848 
Danish liberation of slaves, nearly 
20 years before the Emancipation 
Proclamation. Danes abolished 
slave trade five decades earlier. 


FORT CHRISTIAN 

Across the garden from the Legis- 
lature, Fort Christian, dedicated in 
1678, is one of the island’s oldest 
structures. The old walls formed 
the colonial boundaries. The 
dungeon museum relics include 
antique maps, and odd historic 
relics. The fort was begun in 1671 
when King Christian V sponsored 


‘the lucrative colony. 


GOVERNMENT HOUSE 
The mansion was built in the mid- 
1860s, and serves as administrative 


headquarters for the USVI terri- 
tory. The gates are guarded, but 
with permission, it is possible to 
view the lower floors. The interior 
features rich mahogany work, and 
murals commemorate Columbus 
and his discovery of the islands in 
1493 along with other important 
pieces of island history. 


ST. PETER GREATHOUSE 

Not far from Drake’s Seat, the 
observation point Sir Francis 
Drake used to guard his fleet, St. 
Peter Greathouse is in the midst of 
a lush Botanical Garden. The 


former corporate guesthouse has 
been transformed into an art 
gallery highlighting local artists. 
The view is spectacular. A trail 
traverses the three acres, and 
postings describe plant life. 


SEVEN ARCHES MUSEUM 

The seven arches are adornments 
to an 18th-century West Indian 
style Danish great house. The 
kitchen, slave quarters, and fur- 
nishings provide insight into 
lifestyles of the past. The home is 
still a private residence, but the 
second floor is a museum. 


1500BC Arawak (also known as Taino) and 
Ciboney tribes settle in the Caribbean.

Nassau, New Providence Island 


Early explorers adopted the Spanish phrase bajar mar 
(“shallow sea”) to describe the Bahamas archipelago, 
but Lukku-cairi people were first to settle in the islands. 
Sailing northward from South America in rickety 
canoes, the migration took hundreds of years, “step- 
ping” along the chain of islands in the Caribbean. They 
reached the Bahamas in the 9th century. 


Columbus’ 1492 claim on the islands hastened an 
arrival of conquistadors eight years later. Hoping to 
find gold, they institutionalized slave labor, kidnapping 
indigenous people and forcing them to work in the 
Caribbean mines and pearl beds. During the period, 
the tribal people began to die from European disease. 
The few survivors were finished off by ill treatment in 
the labor camps. Since no gold was discovered in the 
islands and with no slaves left to trade, the Spaniards 
abandoned the islands for more hopeful sources of 
income, but retained control and ruled well into the 
17th century. 


Meanwhile, a small group of English pilgrims left Ber- 
muda in 1647 seeking religious freedom elsewhere. 
Establishing what would become the first British colony 
on Eleuthera, they attracted other English settlers to 
follow, and a prosperous farming society soon flour- 
ished on Eleuthera and surrounding islands. The 
islands drew many people — not just members of local 
society. Because the craggy coastlines offered intricate 
hiding places, many well-known pirates, such as the 
infamous Edward Teach (also known as Blackbeard) and 
Anne Bonney dominated the islands for the next 70 years. 
Their methods were crude but effective. They lured naive 
captains into the hazardous, shallows where their vessels 
floundered or ran aground. Then the pirates set upon 
them and plundered the ships as though they were 
struggling insects trapped in a spider’s web. Britain had 
claimed the islands in 1670, but remained powerless 
against the predators for nearly 50 years. Finally, the 
nation’s first governor, Woodes Rogers, drove them out 
in 1718.

PARLIAMENT SQUARE 

Parliament Square is home of the 
Bahamian government, the oldest 
parliamentary governement in the 
Americas. Loyalists built the 
pastel-colored buildings in the 
early 1800s. The Houses of Parlia- 
ment, the old Colonial Secretary’s 
Office, and the Supreme Court, 
surround a marble statue of Queen 
Victoria. The annual opening of 
the Supreme Court ritual fills the 
square with pomp and pageantry.

GOVERNMENT HOUSE 

According to historic records, 
Governor Fitzwilliam lived on the 
present site of Government House 
as early as 1737. At that time, the 
property was privately owned, but 
the Bahamian government pur- 
chased it in 1799. Built in 1801, 
the standing colonial style man- 
sion was damaged during hurri- 


‘cane season in 1929, but the pink 


and white renovation was initiated 
almost immediately afterward. Set 
in lovely tropical gardens, it is the 
official residence of the Governor- 
General of The Bahamas. 


Historic Footprints... 


1940-45 Duke of Windsor (former King Ed- 
ward VIII) is governor of the Bahamas. 

1942 Unarmed US freighter Mariana is torpe- 
doed and sunk by a U-boat east of Nassau. 

1950 Britain allows the US to build a Bahamas 
military test range and tracking station. 

1955 Freeport is a free trade zone. Offshore 
banking and tourism mushroom. 

1964 Bahamas is semi-autonomous. 

1967 Lynden Pindling is prime minister 

1969 As another step toward independence, the 
autonomous Commonwealth of the Ba- 
hamas is established. 

1973 The Bahamas is an independent nation. 
The islanders choose to continue recog- 
nizing the British throne, howeger. 

1983 Sir Lynden Pindling is knight 

1992 Hubert Ingraham wins the election as 
prime minister, ending 25 yearsof rule by 
Pindling. ‘ 

1996 Ingraham reinstates the death penalty for 
murder. ; 

1999 Hurricane Floyd devastates the islands. 

2000 Sir Lynden Pindling dies 

2001 Dame Ivy Dumont is the first female Gov- 
ernor general in the Bahamas. 


The 12-foot statue in front is 
Christopher Columbus. Governor 
James Carmichael Smythe brought 
it from London in 1830 to honor 
the Italian explorer’s historic 1492 
landing at San Salvador. 


GREGORY ARCH 
Near Government House, an arch 
marks one end of the tunnel that 
leads into Grants Town. Grant’s 
Town was one of many post- 
abolition laborers’ villages. People 
had to climb the hill before the 
tunnel was built, so it is often | 
called “over the hill.” . 


QUEEN’S STAIRCASE 

At the end of Elizabeth Avenue 65 
steep steps (one for each year of 
Victoria’s reign) was aslave-built 
escape route for Fort Fincastle to 
be used in the event of mortar fire. 


THE POMPEY MUSEUM 
Formerly known as Vendue 
House, The Pompey Museum of 
Slavery and Emancipation is 
housed in an authentic 18th- 
century bourse (“auction house”) 
for slaves. Exhibits include relics 
and photographs related to the 
former trade.
